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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 and 16-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The reasons for the allowance of this application are clear from the prosecution 
of this application including applicant's previously submitted arguments and the reasons 
for allowable subject matter in the previous office action. The limitation concerning the 
continuous wire being adapted to form at least one torsion spring between the plurality 
of foldable sections is also partially responsible for distinguishing claims 1-7 and 20-24 
of this application over the prior art. 

The recited inventions could not be found in the prior art, and proper motivation 
could not be found in the prior art to combine references disclosing the claimed 
limitations to form the recited inventions.
